It is deemed likely by officials of the 
administration and by many Senators 
that both the treaties will be ratified 
before March 1, but the necessity for 
their early ratification is regarded by 
the President as so urgent, that in the 
event of the failure of either one or 
both at the present session, he will 
issue immediately his call for an 
extra session. 

It ts said that there are grave rea- 
sons of state why both treaties should 
be ratified as soon as possible. These 
have induced the President to make 
to Senators the announcement of his 
determination. 

CURRENCY BILL PREFERRED. 

(BY LIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.--[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.}] The Cuban treaty's 
chances of ratification grows 
day by day. The Republicans are not 
at all ambitious over it, and ffom all 
appearances, the closing days of fhe 
session will be-crowded with other 
business. In spite of the President's 
determination, in regard to an extra 
session, and he is regarded as sincere, 
the Senate is not in a hurry -to con- 
sider the treaty, and with Democratic 
opposition so active, it is hard to see 
how time can be found to consider the 
treaty. 

The rumor is current that the Re- 
publican Senators are anxious for the 
Philippine Currency Bill, as amended 
by the Senate, have suggested to 
House members that the Cuban treaty 
be sidetracked, if the latter will agree 
to the Senate currency bill. This re- 
port cannot be verified, but circum- 
Stances indicate that it is true. 

STATBHOOD SEEMS BEATEN. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TQ, THE TIMES} 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—({ Exclusive 
Dirpatch.] There is little possibility 
of the passage of the Omnibus State- 
hood Bill. The measure really seems 
to be beaten, although Senator Quay 
and his allies have not given up the 
fight. They base all their hopes on the 
possibility of adding the bill to the 
Postoffice Appropriation Bill as a 
rider. It appears as if, when the test 
comes, the Democrats will divide. That 
will mean the defeat of the motion to 
overrule the decision of the chair that 
the Statehood measure is out of order 
as an amendment to an appropriation 
bill. 

The Democrats are as anxious as 
ever to admit the three Territories, but 
conservative men among them dread 
the establishment of a precedent which 
would permit placing genera! legisia- 
tion on an appropriation bill. They see 
this method would lessen the power of 
the minority. As the Democrats are in 
the minority, and have been for the 
greater part of the period since the 
Civil War, it is to their interest not 
to lessen their power of negotiating 
or resisting propositions at variance 
with their party doctrine. 

The proposition to adopt the cloture 
in the Senate and the motion of Sen- 
ator Quay to fix a time for a vote on 
ihe Omnibus Bill have had the effect 
of awakening far-seeing Democrats 
to prevent any step that strengthens 
the majority. 

THE STATEHOOD FACTION. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M } 

WASHIXGTON, Feb. 19.—There is 
a movement On among some of the 
friends of the Statehood Bill in the 
Senate to couple the fortunes of that 
measure with those of the Panama Ca- 
na! treaty and make the ratification of 
the one depend upon the passage of 
the other. The details of the plan have 
not come to light fully, but it fs uns 
derstood that the scheme is to menace 
the treaty by delay until an agree- 
ment to vote n the Statehood Bill 
can be secured. 


None of the Statehood supporters 
will admit that this is the purpose, but 
one of the most prominent of them on 
the Republican side of the chamber ad- 
mitted that such is the tendency. Many 
of,the Statehood advocates on both 
sides of the chamber say they will not 
allow Senator Morgan to be forced by 
a test of physical endurance to com- 
plete his speech \n opposition to the 
treaty before he 18 willing to conclude 
of his own accord. 

The rumor of such a purpose was 
current about the Senate before the 
executive session began at 12:20 o'clock 
today. and those who had «heard it 
merely a8 a rumor were convinced that 


fact, 
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when, instead of Senator Morgan re< 
suming his speech soon after the exec« 
utive session began, Senator Quay ad- 
dressed the chair and sent up some 
documents “to be read. He made no 
explanation beyond saying that the 
documents would throw light on the 
subject, and he thougfht that at this 
time the Senate should be informed as 
to the provisions of the Constitutions 
of the countries with which the United 
States is doing business. This step on 
his part was taken as a notice that he 
meant to assist in the opposition to the 
treaty, and it was then recalled that 
during yesterday's executive session, 
and while Senator Morgan was still 
speaking, Mr. Quay had suggested the 
abseeace of a quorum, thus making it 
easier for the Alabama Senator. 

Mr. Quay took the copy of the Colom- 
bian Constitution, which he asked te 
have read, from quite a large pile of 
documents which lay on his desk, and 
when he asked to have it read the Re- 
publican Senators sitting near him tm- 
mediately reached the conctusion that 
he had united his forces with Senator 
Morgan, and that the step was in- 
tended to force the acceptance of the 
Statehood Bill. 

Without giving voice to such a sup- 
position, Sénator Aldrich objected to 
the reading of the decument by the 
clerk, saying that evidentiy the pro- 
ceeding was merely for the purpose of 
delay. Senator Quay replied that such 
was not his intention and that he 
would ask to have nothing read which 
would not threw light on the sub 
under consideration, Senator M 
also said that, so far as he was con- 
‘cerned, there was no collusion. It was 
then agreed that “for the present, and 
until it should become evident that 
the reading was for delay,” it shou 
continue. 

The anti-Statehood Republican Sene 
etors made no concealment of their 
surprise at Mr. Quay'’s proceeding, and 
all of them who would express an 
opinfon at all said that the move 
would not result in the passage of the 
Statehood Bill, whatever might be i 
effect on the treaty. They did 
believe that it would prevent the rati- 
fication of the treaty. 
~ Before Mr. Quay took the floor Sene- 
ator Hoar made a brief speech in sup- 
port of the treaty, saying that since 
the Spooner act had become a law the 
United States was in honor bound to 
consummate the transaction provided 
by that act. 

MORGAN SPEAKS. 
(BY TNH ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—After the 


reading of the Colombian Constitution 
had been concluded, which required 
about two hours, Senator Depew asked 
if the translation was. cerrect. Sen- 
ator Morgan replied that ft was, which 
assurance Mr. Depew said was ther- 
oughly satiefactory. Senator Morgan 
then continued the speectt he had be- 
gun yesterday. He discussed espe- 
clally today what he characterized as 


the act of June 28 last, authorizing the 
purchase of the Panama Cana) Com- 
pany's franchise and property, 
the terms of the treaty. He quoted 
from the treaty the clause providing 
for lease of the canal zone, and from 
the act the language of the second sec< 
tion, authorizing the President to ace 
quire perpetual control of a strip of 
land six miles in width, and charged 
that the two were utterly Inconsist- 
ent. The pr tation of this point 
led to an an ted discussion in 
which seven or eight Senators partici- 
pated. Senators Rawlins, Bacon and 
Daniels were among the Democratic 
speakers and Senators Hoar, Spooner 
and Depew among the Republicans. 

In the main, the Democratic Sena- 
tors contended that the treaty does 
not coincide with or carry out the 
terms of the act, and that therefore, 
an act of appropriation would be nec- 
ersary before the treaty could be made 
effective. The Republicans pointed 
out that the lease provision in the 
treaty looked to the continual renew- 
al of the lease which, In effect they 
said, would “give the perpetual con- 
trol” provided for in the canal act. 

At 5:30 o'clock, Mr. Quay asked 
Mr. Morgan if we was willing to de- 
sist. Mr. Morgan yielded, and Mr. 
Quay moved to adjourn. The vote re- 
sulted 15 ayes to 3% nays. Senator Tel- 
ler then moved to take a recess. This 
motion also was voted down. The re- 
sult brought out a declaration from 
Mr. Teller that nothing would’ be 
gained ty harsh measures. Senator 
Cullom accepted this view, and him- 
self moved a recess until 8 o'clock. 
There was no opposition, and the Sen- 
ators dispersed a few minutes before 
6 o'clock. 

When the Senate reconvened at 8 
o'clock, there were comparatively few 
Senators present, and the presiding of-

The 
indications are that both measures 
will be ratified béfore the close of the 
present session on March 4 The 
American pcople will be profoundly 
gratified at the beginning of actual!

Confidential Document Laid Before 
President McKinley Now Given to the 
Public—Need for a Greater Army and 
Thought and Attention in Military 
Affairs. 


[RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] War Department has 
just made public the ceafidential re- 
port of Col. William Cary Sanger, now 
Assistant Secretary of War, to Presi- 
dent McKinley in 1900, on the reserve 
and auxiliary forces of England and 
the military . of Switzerland. Col. 
Sanger discussed in that report the 
prohability of war and the necessity 
for preparation as a pfotection to the 
country. Col. Sanger says: 

“It is true that as a people we love 
peace, but there is no country in the 
world more eager to begin fighting at 
once when we make up our minds that 


4 there ought to be a fight. One of the 


most striking evidences. of this temper 
was found in the attitude of the peo- 
ple when a conservative President sent 
& message to England which made 
war with that country more than 
possible. The fact that we were not 
in any way ready for a struggle with 
that country, and that in consequence 
war would have required the needless 
sacrifice of thousands of lives, had no 
effect upon the people, and when the 
cloud of hate passed, ne effort was 
made to be better prepared for the 
next emergency. 

“In the peaceful intervals between 
wars, there is no nation on the globe 
which gives less thought or attention 
to these questions which must be 
wisely settied in advance in order to 
save waste of life and treasure when 
ence war begins. Other nations have 
at different times made the same ter- 
rible mistake. At that time, as in-ev- 
ery other crisis of the world’s history, 
lack of preparation did not prevent 
war. When a nation has decided to 
G@ght, it is as useless to tell the people 
that they are mot ready for the strug- 
gle as to try to check @ raging storm. 
The story of the Crimea is only one 
of the many instances of culpable neg- 
lect by the Anglo-@axon people of the 
duty which a nation owes to the brave 
men who are going to fight its batties. 

“The duration of every war in whica 
we engaged, the number of men killed 
and wounded, the number of stricken 
homes-and fatheriess children, and 
the financial burden that wils fall upon 
the taxpayer, all will be affected by 
the way in which the question of or- 
genization of the army and of the re- 
serve is‘treated by the people, for tnis 
qtestion is the foundation of all prep- 
arations for war, and preparation 
means lees suffering and less cost.’ 

The author continues; ‘The story of 
the Spanish-American War has much 
which Americans must read with 
pain,” and then he tells how seriously 
the government was embarrassed in its 
efforts to make use of its cumbersome 
and refractory State militia. 

“If the State forces are maintained 
with a view to nationa! defense in time 
of need,” continues Col. Sanger, ‘‘there 
can be mo excuse for devising in time 
of peace the best plan for utilizing 
their services. And if it is admitted, as 
it must be, that the army and State 
forces combined will not be nuimeri- 
cally strong enough to carry on any 
great war, it is only our plain duty to 
decide in advance what is the best 
pian for expanding our fighting force 
when such action is necessary.” 

Having sounded this Warning, Col. 
Sanger proceeds to state in detail the 
result of his investigations in England 
and Switzerland, the former country

The most remarkable thing 
about the whole affair was that when 
the herd had passed and the dust had 
settied there were only two dead buf- 
falo lying upon the plains, while more 
than 300 shots had been fired. With 
such guns as are used today for hunt- 
ing purposes a large pro ion of the 
shots would have killed. ith the guns

Having a small supply of water in 
our wagons, we camped at thia place, 
but got very little sleep, as the herd 
stopped within a short distance of us 
and spent the night there.

I found that 
ordinarily a buffalo, like any other 
wild animal with which I have had 
experience, including the griazy bear. 
would run from a vege if given the 
opportunity, and that when wounded 
it would not ordinarily charge a man 
from a greater distance than about 
fifty yards. Upon one occasion I met 
one which was an exception to this 
rule. I was hunting on foot with a 
Henry rifle, which wasthe first model 
of the Winchester, Buffaloes were not 


sighted an old bull tying. on 
the plain, with nothing to conceal a 
hunter within half a mile of him. 
Hunting on foot, I needed meat bad- 
ly, and could not afford te tet this 
old fellow get away.

ARIZONA. 


CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
PHOENIX (Aris.) Feb. 18.—The first 
real excitement that has been known 
in the Legislature of Arizona this ses- 
sion came Tuesday, in the discovery 
that House Bill No. 31 had been for- 
cibly abstracted from the desk of the 
chief clerk of the Council. Chief Clerk 
Evans has in evidence the marks of a 
“jimmy” or some similar metal instru- 
ment that was used in prying open the 
drawer in which the bill had been re- 
posing. The bill was of notable impor- 
tance to the people of Phoenix, as it 
was the measure prescribing that at 
municipal elections <alied for voting 
on bond issues there might be had spe- 
cial registration, at which only the 
names of taxpayers might be placed 
on the regisier. It bad passed the 
House and was on the point of a third 
reading and pastage in the Council. 
It seems absoiutely impossible to trace 
the miscreant who has laid himseif 
liable to a term in the penitentiary 
for an utterly foolish crime.

EW PLAN TO PREVENT 
COLLISION OF TRAINS. 


Cost of Esmond Wreck Cannot Be 
Estimated — Conductor Parker Sus- 
pended—Rail and Wire Extensions ‘in 
Arizona and Mexico. /

TUCSON (Ariz.). Feb. 18.— “Capt.” J. 
H. Tevis, for twenty years the rail 
way hotel keeper at Bowie station, 
thinks he has a plan that will abso- 
lutely prevent collisions, and that will 
perfectiy govern the movements of 
trains between stations, and this with- 
out the immense expense of installa- 
tion of the block system. He would 
equip about ten telegraph poles a mile 
with electric lampa the current to be 
supplied by dynamos at pumping sta- 
tions and other convenient points. The 
turning on of the current would in it- 
scif signify to the engineers danger, 
end the “necessity of extreme caution. 
A simple system of fash stgnals could 
then be relied upon ta tel] the train 
hands just what the trouble was.

If the read had been thus equipped 
the disaster near Tucson could never 
have occurred, for Agent Clough would 
have needed only to have switc on 
the current to have brought the trains 
te a standetili, says Texis.
